Our first “Circular” of the new year is as usual suggestive of holidays 
drawing to a close. The gorgeous gift books, with their splendidly orna- 
mented and illuminated pages, and the cheerful Christmas numbers, are 
succeeded by a class which, however useful, can hardly be expected to be 
as attractive in the eyes even of our very good boys. Life, however, is not 
all Christmastides; and gifts, prizes, and vacations must have an end. 
Looking over our advertisement pages, many of the old names of course 
strike us. The tendency of Educational publications is perhaps towards 
cheapness, following in this respect the movement in all other depariments. 
All, however, improve, and we could not perhaps suggest to our great quar- 
terly contemporaries a subject more curious and interesting, or one more 
likeiy to furnish striking results, than a comparison between the school-books 
with which our fathers and grandfathers were satisfied, and the educational 
works of the present day.
